announcem ent. 
From the sea to the 
Ly s the fig hting continues to be a r ­ 


tillery ex chang es for the most p art. 
The heavy fig hting near Soissons 
continues the G erm ans 
co nstantly 
sacrificing men try ing to reg ain the 
g round which they were forced to 
relinq uish last week. 
The fig hting 
is said to he terrific but the French 
w a r office officially denies the stories 
of g ains at this point. 
Instead, it is 
asserted, the allied lines are being 
advanced into the

which were form erly occupied by the 
G erm ans.

N otation is m ade on the hack o f the 
document th a t the reco rde r donated 
his usual fee in this instance.

as a farm hand to one of his neigh­ 
bors. 
In other 
words, though 
the 
farmer is in business for himself, 
the average farmer gets little or no 


sibility he has 
assumed. 
Hut 
he farm fewer groceries were p u r c h a s ­ 
ed. 
Since 
the 
grocery 
hill 
was 
found to be ordinarily two-thirds of 
the entire amount expended in cash 
for food, one very obvious and effec­ 
tive way of economizing appears to 
be to raise more 
vegetables, 
more 
fruit, more milk and eggs. 
In many 
eases, experts say, this can be done 
with no 
appreciable 
increase 
in 
trouble or expense. 
Next to food, shelter is 
probably 
the most important, necessity of life. 
In considering the farmer’s income, 
however, a common 
error

of house rent.

house has usually been included in 
the value of the land and the whole

capital invested 
on 
which interest must he paid before 
the farmer can be regarded as re­ 
ceiving any pay at all.

There was a variety of interesting 
and instructive topics for the women 
and girls in the first day’s program 
of the Home Economies section.

the division devoted to the study of 
cooking Miss Loretta Wallace told 
how milk may lie used in different 
ways in the day’s menu. She empha­ 
sized the value of milk as a food and 
tifged its use at b reakfast either as 
a b everage b y itself or witli coco* 
and cereals.
